‘The rights of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or any 
state on account of race, color or pre- 
vious conditions of servitude.”’ 

If the purpose thus avowed by Mr. 
Smith could be written on the face of 
the law itself, that law would held 
\old by its own confession in any court 
competent to try the case. Only by the 
suppression of this confessed truth could 
the proposed law acquire standing in a 
judicial tribunal. But the framers of 
the proposed law will not dare to let it 
bear the truth on its surface. They will 
seek protection under the principle of 
constitutional construction that the ju- 
diclary will not impute to the legislature 
an intent to violate the supreme law.
